York, as in practically every other 
state, the State Constitution pro- 
hibits the use of public funds for 
the support of sectarian schools. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has interpreted the Federal 
Constitution in the same sense. 

Under the Constitution we do 
not ask nor can we expect public 
funds to pay for the construction 
or repair of parochial school build- 
ings or for the support of teachers, 
or for other maintenance costs. 

There are, however, other inci- 
dental expenses involved in educa- 
tion, expenses for such purposes 
as the transportation of children 
to and from school, the purchase of 
non-religious textbooks, and the 
provision of health aids. These are 
called “auxiliary services.” The 
Federal-aid controversy revolves 
around these incidental benefits to 
school children, and around them 
alone. 

Our New York State Constitu- 
tion expressly allows the use of 
public funds for the transportation 
of children to any school, public 
or parochial. Fourteen other states 
follow the same non-discriminatory 
practice. Moreover, in some states 
public funds are used to provide 
non-religious textbooks for the 
children in all schools, public and 
parochial. In all states many 
communities supply public health 
services to pupils in all schools, 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has upheld these practices 
as constitutional, 

What precisely are we asking 
for? We believe in Federal aid for 
needy states and needy children, 
We further believe that Congress 
should guarantee, as it did in the 
School Lunch Act, that all children 
of whatever race, creed or color no 
matter what schools they attend, 
will share alike in the “auxiliary 
services” for which these Federal 
funds are spent in the states, 

We do not think it should be left 
to each state to decide for itself 
whether or not to distribute Fed- 
eral funds in a discriminatory way.

We do not want Congress, for the 
first time, to adopt a discrimina- 
tory policy in the field of educa- 
tion. 

This in no way undermines “the 
traditional American principle of 
separation of Church and State.” 
We are asking only for what is 
constitutional and in accordance 
with America’s previous policy and 
tradition.

Returning from a month’s stay 
in Czechoslovakia, he asked for an 
audience with Bishop Ruggero 
Beaussart, Vicar Capitular of 
Paris, and was received August 12. 
He assured Bishop Beaussart of 
his fidelity to his sacerdotal vows, 
and following a two-hour interview 
the Bishop removed the ban. 


Another French priest, Abbe 
Marcel Grangier of the Lyon Arch- 
diocese, also recently denied the 
right to celebrate Mass and to 
wear priestly garb because of his 
activity as a speaker at communist 
meetings, has called at the resi- 
dence of His Eminence, Pierre Car- 
dinal Gerlier, Archbishop of Lyon, 
for an audience, according to press 
dispatches. The Cardinal, however, 
is away from Lyon for several 
days. Abbe Grangier’s name often 
appeared alongside that of Abbe 
Boulier on posters advertising com- 
munist-sponsored meetings. 

Both of these priest have appear- 
ed frequently at meetings of the 
“Rally for Peace and Freedom” 
(Rassemblement pour Paix et 
Liberte), a pro-communist organ- 
ization. : 

Following his interview with 
Bishop Beaussart, Abbe Boulier 
issued the following statement to 
the French news agency (Agence 
France Presse): 

“T have been very surprised and 
deeply pained on arriving at Paris 
to learn what scandal had been 
caused by my activity in Czecho- 
slovakia. I went there as a guest 
at the first meeting of the Czecho- 
slovakian National Council of the 
Partisans of Peace in my capacity 
as a member of the international 
committee of this organization 
elected by the last convention in 
Paris. 

“T abstained carefully during all 
of my stay from any contact with 
the (communist-sponsored) ‘Cath- 
olic Action’ organization that has 
been condemned by the Church. I!

| “The pilgrimage to Velehrad (in 
which the Abbe participated) has 
been represented as a schismatic 
ceremony organized by the Prague 
government and directed against 
the Hierarchy.

Abbe Boulier also told the 
French news agency that he wished 
to meditate in silence after this 
cruel ordeal. He plans to leave 
Paris for several weeks “to take 
a little rest in seclusion.” 


On July 15, the French commun- 
ist press quoted Abbe Boulier as 
having said at Prague that there 
was complete religious freedom in 
Czechoslovakia and that “a fruit- 
ful collaboration was possible be- 
tween communists and Catholics.”

Before World War II he was a 
newspaperman in Troy, Lima and 
Dayton, O. While in the Army he 
founded and edited an army news- 
paper in Big Spring, Tex., and 
later wrote for “Stars and Stripes” 
and the “20th Air Bomb Rack” 
while overseas. 


Following his discharge he re- 
joined the staff of the Dayton, O., 
Herald, and later went to North 
Carolina where he was the first 
executive secretary of the North 
Carolina Catholic Laymen’s Asso- 
ciation, and founded and edited the 
diocesan weekly, the North Caro- 
lina Catholic. 


He came to Notre Dame in 1948, 
where he did graduate work in 
political science and was on the 
staff of the Department of Public 
Information. He is a member of 
the board of directors of the Cath- 
olic Broadcasters Association, a 
member of the executive committee 
of the board of directors of the 
Aquinas Library and Book Store in 
South Bend, Ind., and is a con- 
tributor to national magazines.

They also were addressed by Sen- 
ator J. Howard McGrath of Rhode 
Island, newly appointed U.S. At- 
torney General. 


“Let America retract nothing of 
her earlier Faith in the sover- 
eignty of God and the sanctity of 
man,’ declared Mr. McGrath. 
“America js still the pioneer in the 
cause of man, not to exploit him 
but to uplift him. 
destiny ordained by Providence.” 

Mr. Swift reported that the fra- 
ternal order’s advertisements of 
Catholic doctrine and practice, 
which have been appearing in per- 
iodicals of national circulation in 
the United States and Canada since 
January, 1948, have drawn 304,470 
requests for additional informa- 
tion about the Church.

You will find 
yourself talking religion, of all 
things, to the girl at the office, 
the man on the bus, the clerk in 
the cafeteria, the housewife next 
door. And they will be grateful 
to you for it. More discussion clubs 
will make for more articulate Cath- 
olics. More articulate Catholics 
will make more Catholics. 


Soviet Zone Authorities 
In Germany Organize 
To Supervise Sermons 


According to reports received 
from many parts of the Soviet 
Zone of Germany, instructions have 
been issued by the Administration 
of Internal Affairs concerning “the 
supervision of all sermons preach- 
ed by Catholic clergymen.” Local 
police authorities have been order- 
ed specifically to report any cases 
in which excerpts from. the Pope’s 
radio address to the Catholics of 
Berlin (of July 17) are read from 
the pulpit or any reference to it 
is made. 

In his radio address the Pope 
warned against “the dissolution of 
all order and the apparent dissolu- 
tion of all moral values” and de- 
elared: “If they (the community 
and the State) are not erected on 
belief in God, and when they are 
not led by men with a deep love of 
God, they are doomed to downfall 
through inner necessity.” The Holy 
Father did not make any direct 
reference to the recent decree of the 
Congregation of the Holy Office on 
Communism.

N HIS syndicated column, date 

of July 30, 1949, Drew Pearson 
pretends to throw a little “light” 
on matters that require no -light. 
He saw some significance in 8 con- 
ference “scheduled in New York 
this week between Cardinal 
Mooney of Detroit and Cardinal | speak 
Stritch of Chicago, that had been 
called with Cardinal Spellman.” 

Now we know .for a certainty 
that neither Cardinal Mooney of 
Detroit nor Cardinal Stritch. of Chi- 
cago went to New York for a con- 
ference with Cardinal Spellman. 
They merely paid him a visit on 
their way to Europe, a trip which 
they had planned together two 
months previously. 

Then he goes on to say “this 
brings up a highly important point, 
now widely asked in both political 
and denominational circles, namely 
—d<did Cardinal Spellman speak for 
the Catholic Church or only for 
himself when he wrote his letter to 
Mrs. Roosevelt?” 


Drew Pearson could have learned 
the truth about that question from 
any priest in the city of Washing- 
ton, who would have told him that 
Cardinal] Spellman as Archbishop 
of the Archdiocese of New York, 
not including Brooklyn, has no jur- 
isdiction whatsoever outside his 
own diocese. That is true also of 
every other Cardinal and Archbish- 


op and Bishop. Not one of them/¢ 


may speak for the Catholics of 
the entire nation or for the Catho- 
lic Hierarchy, since the jurisdiction 
of each Bishop is independent of 
the other. That is why it is so 
ridiculous to speak of the “Catho- 
lie Hierarchy” being behind this or 
that.

Some Pertinent Reminders 
For This Years Freshmen

THERE are approximately 3,000,000 living college gradu- 
ates in the United States. That’s about 2% of the 


population. 
Wher you enter college 


this fall you will be one of 


about 2,000,000 young men and women striving to join that 


2%. Your chances of coming 


out four years later with the 


sheepskin that is your membership 
card are fift vege £ Records show 
that more than half of you will 
drop out before graduation. 

In answer to the immediate why 
that pops to your mind, educators 
offer such reasons as financial 
troubles, domestic pit-falls, poor 
health, and sometimes transferring 
from one school to another. But 
By far the biggest toll-taker is that 
old bugaboo, academic failure in 
the freshmen year. Those same ex- 

erts on affairs of the mind will 
ell you that students fail largely 
because of poor study habits, lack 
of application and inadequate pre- 
aration for work on the college 
evel, 

Those vague and trite labels have 
been used to death, but they do 
have some meaning. Mostly they 
mean that getting a college edu- 
cation is a job. Just like any other 
job, it has to be worked hard at 
for satisfactory results. While 
you're at it you’ve got to master 
certain techniques. The fact that 
most of the failures come in the 
freshman year simply means that 
you’ve got to pick up the tricks of 
the trade quickly. 


You Must Study 


I went to four grade schools, two 
junior highs, one high school, and 
a raft of service schools before I 
got to college. Everything that 
came before college was practically 
a waste of time. As far as learn- 
ing how to study was concerned I 
was still back in the grades some- 
where. 

Fresh from high school, still feel- 
ing the effects of graduating in the 
first ten scholastically, I sat down 
in my first college class room ex- 
pecting the same never-open-a- 
book, get-good-marks procedure. 
But what happened? 

It didn’t long to realize that 
any similarity between high school 
and college just wasn’t. Raising 
your hand after a quick look 
through the assignment and giv- 
ing the right answer was a great 
way of getting on the good side of 
a high school teacher. But they 
very seldom asked any questions 
on text book assignments here. 
Your knowledge of the text was 
taken for granted. The instruct- 
ors lectured on material the book 
didn’t cover. To complete the 
change, they assigned all kinds of 
books in addition to the text. So 
it turns out that a course consists 
largely of lectures and supplemen- 
tal reading. 

In a few weeks I found that I 
was having to do the — art 
of my work outside of class. Hor- 
rors! In high school never having 
to bother with homework was a 
matter of pride. My rude awaken- 
ing was completed. I hadn’t been 
given the straight dope on college 


after all. Contrary to magazine 
picture stories and going-away-to 
school advertisements, the major 
part of my time was being spent 
im my room or the library, Dances, 
initiations, bull-sessions, all those 
social events were things that hap- 
pened only once in a while. When 
they did I wasn’t able to spend 
much time on them. 


But I was just like the next guy. 
I liked to loll around and shoot the 
breeze, work out in the , and 
go to all the games. e way 
things were going I énvisioned four 
long years of ‘Se my head 
against: the wall. I could see my- 
self in four years, a round shoulder- 
wreck — out from behind horn 
rimmed glasses. What was wrong? 

Nothing much. I just didn’t 
know. how to study. I was reading 
books and listening to lectures 
without anything registering. Fin- 
al Wy. and not without misgivings, 
I decided to get the word from one 
of my instructors. The resulting 
interview was a revelation. I’ve 
since come to the conclusion that 
half an hour outside of class with 
an instructor is worth a week of 
class lectures. I’ve adopted that 
old football axiom of, “when in 
doubt punt,” only instead of punt- 
ing I go to an instructor. Does 
that make me an outcast, one of 
those undesirable characters? 
Hardly. Everyone that’s serious 
about getting an education does it 
constantly. Leave behind any of 
those adolescent notions about stu- 
dent-teacher relationships. You’re 
dad is paying hard-earned cash for 
their services so use them. Make 
the most of their knowledge and 
experience. 


‘Learned To Read’ 


As a result of that first session 
I found that I had to change my 
way of reading. There is pract- 
ically no similarity between read- 
ing and studying. The kind of 
reading I had been used to was the 
casual sort. If the book happened 
to be excitingly written I might 
have retained some of it. But text 
books are sometimes anything but 
“exciting.” The only way of get- 
ting anything out of them is by 
digging. I mean that almost lit- 
erally. You dig with a pencil in 
your hand and a notebook at your 
elbow. If you go through a book 
and come out with most of its con- 
tents upstairs you'll leave it mark- 
ed and scarred from the battle, 
Don’t hesitate to attack it with 
your pencil. Underline the main 
points, write reminders and per- 
tinent notes in the margins. Leave 
behind forever the attitude that a 
book is some sort of showpiece to 
be kept carefully preserved on a

In her childhood, the little Mc- 
Laren girl was noted for her kind- 
ness to those less fortunate than 
herself. Worldliness, vanity, sel- 
fishness—these and similar traits 
were unknown to her. She was 
also a leader in advancing the 
Woman’s Suffrage Movement in 
her native country. 


Converted At Sixty 


After years of doing welfare and 
charitable work among the poor 
classes of Scotland, Agnes Mce- 
Laren decided to become a physi- 
cian. She was convinced that in 
the medical field lay her greatest 
opportunity to serve God and her 
fellow creatures. Although, she 
had many friends in the Faith, 


lived with the Franciscan Hospital 
Sisters. She became a doctor in 
1878, when she was 40 years of 
age. 

Although a member of the 
Presbyterian sect, 
Laren’s daily contact with Catholi- 
cism while she lived with the Sis- 
ters, awakened her interest in the 
true faith. For two decades, be- 
fore entering the Church, she 
faithfully made an annual retreat 
in the city of Lyons under the 
guidance of Catholic priests. It 
came as no surprise to friends 
and associates when, in 1898, at 
the age of 60, she became a convert 
to Catholicism. Several years later 
she became a Dominican Tertiary. 


Always a champion of the un- 
derprivileged, Dr. McLaren for 
many years had been interested in

from Protestant women physicians 
returning from India of the suffer- 
ings of these women. When she 
became a Catholic, her interest in 
their welfare prompted her to in- 
quire as to how many Catholic 
women doctors were working 
among the women of India. When 
she learned that there were none, 
she knew immediately to what 
ends the rest of her time on earth 
would be devoted. 


In the early 1900's, Dr. Mce- 
Laren became acquainted with 
Monsignor Dominic Wagner, who 
for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury had been Prefect Apostolic 
in Rawalpindi in North India. In all 
that time, the Monsignor had never 
been permitted to loek upon the 
face of a Mohammedan woman. 
No one could appreciate better 
than he the urgent need and the 
great value of medical missionary 
work by women, both from the 
spiritual and ye standpoints.

A Milestone 


THE Tenth National Liturgical Week will be held at St. 


Louis, Mo., under the patronage of Archbishop Joseph E, 


Ritter, from August 22 to August 26, It enjoys importance of 
the first magnitude in the life of the Catholic Church in the 


United States. 


As those who have attended any of the previous nine Lit- 


urgical Weeks know, it is anything? 


but a convention. Rather, Liturgical 
Week is a coming together for 
prayer and serious study of priests, 
religious and laity interested in 
the promotion of the Sacramental 
Apostolate. This is evident from 
the Preamble to the Constitution 
of the Liturgical Conference, the 
national sponsoring body of Litur- 
gical Week: 


“We, the members of the Litur- 
gical Conference, consecrate our 
work to the glorification of God 
and the sanctification of nren. We 
desire to lend our aid to the efforts 
of our hierarchy in arousing the 


men of deep sincerity lined up on 
either side. This was largely due 
to the fact that some have judged 
it to be concerned merely with ex- 
ternals, such as rubrics, art, vest- 
ments, altars and church furnish- 
ings in general, dialog Mass, and 
congregational singing. True pro- 
moters of the movement, while 
paying due attention to these 
things, have gone far deeper, seek- 
ing to bring home the nature of 
the Church as the Mystical Body 
of Christ, the full significance of 
the priesthood, the meaning and 
importance of corporate worship 
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and the essential nature of the sac- 
ramental life of the Church. 


Pius XII gave the Liturgical 
Movement its “Magna Charta” in 
his epochal Encyclical on the Lit- 
urgy, “Mediator Dei,” given to the 
world on November 20, 1947, which 
by now has rightfully been recog- 
nized as the most important docu- 
ment on the liturgy in the history 
of the Church. Besides presenting 


Christian people to a deeper con- 
sciousness of their dignity as mem- 
bers of the Mystical Body of Christ, 
and of their privilege in uniting 
themselves with the redeemin 
sacrifice by a more active ro 
fruitful participation in the Sacred 
Mysteries, the primary and indis- 
pensable source of the true Chris- 
tian spirit.” 

The Liturgical Conference is the 
guccessor to the Benedictine Lit- 
urgical Conference which was re- 
sponsible for the inauguration of 
nationa! Liturgical Weeks, the first 
of which was held in Chicago in 
1940.

No one in Washington could 
say whether Jessup had ever been 
in China. Apparently not. Up to 
1944, he was successively chair- 
man of the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations’ American Council and Pa- 
cific Council. He has also been 
vice-chairman of the American 
Council and is currently chairman 
of the IPR’s Research Advisory 
Committee. 

In this work he was closely as- 
sociated with Anna Louise Strong, 
Guenther Stein, E. C. Carter, Ow- 
en Lattimore, Maxwell S. Stewart, 
Frederick V. Field, Harriet Lucy 
Moore, Theodore A. Bisson, An- 
drew Grajdanzevy and other pro- 
Reds branded as Communist or 
pro-Communist by the Un-Ameri- 
ean Activities Committee and oth- 
er government bodies. 

A deputy to Alger Hiss as Sec- 
vetary General at the United Na- 
tions in San Francisco in 1945, 
Jessup appeared as a character 
witness for Hiss in the New York 
trial last June—this, despite the 
fact that available to him were 
data on Hiss in the FBI files.

No Danger Of Union 
Of Church And State 


Dear Editor: 


ENJOYED the very interesting 


letter on the Barden Bill that 
appeared in the Journal-Gazette 
this morning, (Aug. 4.)

I am 
enclosing an excerpt from a letter 
I — to Father Cavanaugh last 
week. 


I still think that if there would 
no inference of union of Church 
and State by paying the tuition of 
GI’s, there would be none by pay- 
ing for lunches, transportation and 
health service of children, espe- 
cially the male, since under univer- 
sal military conscription, they are 
all potential soldiers, and they 
would be merely receiving benefits 


in advance, instead of after mili- 
tary.service. In addition, the po- 
pa soldier would be benefited 
y Government help, lunches, ete. 

I am sure the Catholic colleges 
and universities are 7 inter- 
ested in the question. re must 
first be in our book, parochial 
ing schools, secondly, Catholic 

igh schools, and thirdly, Catholic 

colleges to complete our three- 
point program in education. The 
more deserved Government aid that 
local pastors receive for parochial 
schools, will leave just that much 
more for private support of col- 
leges. 

Before the era of unprecedented 
heavy taxes, it was relatively easy 
for the Catholic parent to contrib- 
ute to the parochial school. With a 
larger -take, it makes it in- 
creasingly difficult for him to take 
on a larger burden for Catholic 
education. The proportion of the 


tax-take spent locally and nation-. 
ally for support of public educa- 


tion has increased considerably in 
the last ten years. This burden has 
been borne by the supporters of 
parochial schools by increased tax 
ayments. Likewise, they have 
een paying the increased cost of 
parochial education. The hierarchy, 
through its own administrative 
efforts, might be able to cg | its 
own cost of education down.

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The alumni sale on Notre Dame tickets this year ran from 
July 1 to 25. It was expected that for certain games to be played 
away from home by the Fighting Irish, such as uthern Me ist, 
Washington, Michigan State and North Carolina the alumni de- 
mands would wipe out Notre Dame’s quota of tickets. And that is 
exactly what happened. But there was no way of ascertaining that 
two of the home games, namely Southern California and Tulane 
would sell out on the very first day of the general public sale, 
which was August 1. Actually, it was not known that the tickets 
were gone on these contests until August 4. The reason being that 
Cahill and his overworked staff were four days behind on the mail. 
And believe me, if you saw.the size of their mail stacks, you'd 
wonder why they were not at least two weeks behind. 


Some folks in more distant parts of the country probably think 
that living closer to South Bend would be a distinct advantage in order- 
ing tickets faster. But this is not so. Cahill staggers his mail at the 
time ticket order blanks are sent out so that these forms arrive

The head 
of no religious body did more to 
revent both world wars, and dur- 
ing the wars and since worked 
harder for the establishment of 
permanent peace than the Cath- 
olic. It is only in the countries 
behind the Iron Curtain that the 
Church is “fighting for its life,” 
but that would be true of any re- 
ligious body which would not lend 
willing cdéoperation to the Com- 
munist government. How any 
Christian could actively work or 
even be passive towards an effort 
to destroy Christianity itself is 
inconceivable. 

We wonder whether Bishop Ox- 
nam has given any consideration 
to what has happened to Protest- 
antism in Europe. It is only nom- 
inal in most countries where it ex- 
ists, and particularly in the lands 
of the Reformation. England is 
only six percent Catholic, but there 
are more members actually af- 
filiated with the Catholic Church 
than with the Established Church 
(cf. The World Almanac).

The Bishops and priests 
of the Catholic Church are as di- 
vided on the question of politics 
as are other Americans. The Bish- 
ops have never backed any political 
candidate for office, and even dur- 
ing the Al Smith campaign, when 
Bishops of Oxnam’s Church were 
busily engaged in an effort to de- 
feat Smith, they did not raise 
their voices in his behalf. We hap- 
pen to have a file of editorials 
appearing in the daily papers dur- 
ing that campaign, also a file of 
what was written in the sectarian 
press and in Catholic papers, and 
one thing stands out in that file, 
namely, the surprise expressed by 
non-Catholic editors at the cold- 
ness of the Catholic Bishops and 
clergy towards the Al Smith’s cam- 
paign, 
Oxnam: “Both are totalitarian 
Communism and Catholicism). 
Both seek control of the minds of 
men everywhere. Both practice ex- 
communication, character assas- 
sination, and economic reprisals. 
Neither Rome nor Moscow knows 
what tolerance means. Both de- 
mand blind, unthinking loyalty.” 

Fink: Catholics should be far 
better judges than Oxnam on that 
subject. Catholics believe that they 
are the “freest” of all people out- 
side the domain of faith and mor- 
als, on which God Himself spoke 
the last word. 

Even Voltaire, the infidel, be- 
lieved that people cannot agree or 
disagree about established truths 
in other fields, such as geometry, 
algebra, arithmetic. He even wrote: 
“The word of God is subject to 
man’s vicissitude. His laws, will 
and commands are the same today 
as when He first spoke to man... 
These qualities as manifested by 
God cannot be subject to modifica- 
tion or annulment.” 

Excommunication is nothing 
more than the “withdrawal of 
citizenship” in the Kingdom of 
God from those who are traitors 
to Christ. Whether one be a Cath- 
olic or a professed Christian of 
another persuasion, he is disloyal 
to Christ in the same measure as 
he is loyal to anti-Christ. 


His Word Is Good 


Oxnam: “One could wish the 
Cardinal were more candid and 
less crafty. It is not milk and 
medicine, books and busses. What 
he wants is the support of paroch- 
ial schools by taxes levied on all 
the people.” 

Fink: That charge should hardly 
be noticed. The Cardinal has said 
that he does stand only for “milk 
and medicine, books and busses,” 
and his word should be accepted.

Oxnam: “The American public 
school system is a bulwark of 
Dem , but that of the Roman 
Catholic Church rejects Democracy 
in its own totalitarian and auto- 
cratic organization and does not 
believe in our public school sys- 
tem.”

In New Mexico, according to 
the. editor of an El Paso paper, 
the public schools were saved by 
Catholic activity in promoting a 
bond issue for their continuance. 
In 1924 an El Paso daily carried 
this item, quoting a prominent 
official of New Mexico: “In refuta- 
tion of the charge that Catholics 
are the enemies of the public 
school, the El Paso paper points 
to the fact that every public 
school building erected in New 
Mexico was made possible by 
Catholic vote.

Twenty years ago the 
voting population of El Paso was 
overwhelmingly Catholic, and Pro- 
fessor G. P. Putnam, who with A.

W. Gallagher, E. C. Pew and Dr. 
Howard ompson, were active 
agents in the upbuilding of the 
city’s public school system, will 
testify that he always relied on 
the Catholic vote to help that 
school bond. Opposition to school 
bonds in those days came from 
non-Catholic sources. The vote 
against Ysleta’s last $50,000.00 
bond issue for its public schools 
was cast by non-Catholics.”

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_ Pope Pius Issues Call To Catho 
Outlines Program For Their Action In 
Establishing Christian Social Order 


/ ‘WE would not know for which aims the Church should 
employ all her forces more energetically than for the 
salvation of the family and youth. And for this she places 
the task particularly on you, Christian women and mothers.” 
The words we quote are those of Pope Pius XII. He used 


them in talking to the women 
made it clear that he intends them 
also for women of the entire Chris- 
tian world. 


In the following paragraphs we 
give you the Pope’s words outlin- 
ing the contributions which the 
Chureh expects of Catholic women 
towards establishing a Christian 
social order. 

“Ever louder and more _ pene- 
trating from the soil of Europe 
and from beyond the seas resound 
the cries for help for the unhappy 
conditions of the family and the 
young generation. ‘What was and 
is in great part to blame for this 
is well known. The blame, above 
all, falls on the violent and dis- 
tressing separation of millions of 
spouses and families and the de- 
struction of innumerable dwell- 
ings, 

“But it is equally certain that the 
true and proper reason for such a 
reat evil is even more profound. 
t.must be sought in what, in a 
more comprehensive term, is call- 
ed materialism, in the denial or at 
least neglect of, and contempt for 
all that is religion. Christianity, 
submission to God and His law, 
future life and eternity. Like a 
pestiferous wind materialism per- 
vades ever more the whole being 
and produces its most malignant 
fruits in matrimony, the family 
and the young. 


Youth’s Morality 


“There can be Said to be a unani- 
mous judgment that the morality 
of great numbers of youth is in 
continual decline. This is true not 
only of the youth in the cities. In 
the country, too, where sound and 
robust morality formerly flourish- 
ed, moral degradation is scarcely 
. » » Which in the city impels to 
luxury and pleasure, has obtained 
free entry even into the village. 

“It is superfluous to recall 
how much the radio and the 
films have been used and abused 
for the spread of that material- 
ism, and how much these—the 
bad book, the licentiously illus- 
trated review, the indecent show, 
the immoral dance, immodesty of 
the beaches—have contributed to 
an increase in the superficiality, 
worldliness and sensuality of 
youth. 

“Reports coming from the 
most different regions indicate 
the above as main causes for re- 
ligious and mora! abandonment 
by youth. But primarily re- 
sponsible is the decay of matri- 
mony of which the moral abase- 
ment of youth is both an index 
and a baneful consequence.” 


Social Justice 


“First, let us state that what- 
ever can contribute to a sound 
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social policy for the welfare of 
the Christian family and youth can 
always count on the efficacious 
help of the Church. The Catholic 
Church firmly sustains demands 
for social justice, 


“Among such demands belong 
the procuring of necessary dwell- 
ings for the people; primarily, for 
those who wish to establish a fam- 
ily or are already starting one. 
Could one conceive a more urgent 
social provision? How painful it 
is to see that, at an age when 
nature most inclines to marriage, 
young people must wait years and 
years only because of a lack of 


this enervating wait they finally 
wither morally. Promote there- 
fore, as far as in you lies, with 
your propaganda and action, the 
building of houses so that marria 
and Christian education of e 
young may not have to suffer for 
such a defect.” 


“Secondly, a tumorous growth 
for the family as well as youth is 
the languishing of faith and fear 
of God, of piety and conscientious- 
ness the infiltration of material- 
ism not only in thought and judg- 
ment but likewise in practical life, 
also in not a few who wish to be 
and remain faithful believers. 

“Against this evil there is 
only one remedy; firmness in the 
faith by parents, which with ex- 
ample, with religious instructicn 
and moral education begets also 
af oe children an unshaken

For the incredulous, for the 
denier of God no true, just and or- 
dered authority can exist because 
there is ‘no authority except 
from God.’ [Romans, 13:1] He can 
neither rule nor be ruled except by 


fear and force.”

There was a joke going the 
rounds about a woman of “our 
age” who.was expecting another 
baby. The doctor knew she seemed 
concerned and at his questioning 
confessed that her only worry was 
facing the PTA. That is some- 
thing of a criterion of our times. 
Fooey to the PTA. Double fooey 
to all of their kindred ilk! 


Since when have immigration 
laws been set up into existence 
wherein those who are already 
here dare to decide who else may 
enter Life and prepare for Heav- 
en? Why, you’d think that there 
was some sort of human retire- 
ment plan where Motherhood is 
pensioned at a given age by hu- 
man power. Why, you’d think that 
God did not have a mission for 
each soul He creates.

Somehow I think that if women 
really knew what goes on within 
the sacred depths of the womb, 
they would not tamper with that 
divine handiwork. The negative 
approach is so prevalent that they 
come to a negative way of think- 
ing. Rather than an attempt to 
school women on how to live as 
women, modern civilization is set-: 
ting itself to teach them how to 
look like women but not to func- 
tion as women. Planned parent- 
hood and all the concoctions that 
come in tubes and bottles are frank 
and outspoken as to their place in 
society, But few take a positive 
stand. The Church is looked upon 
as an old fashioned out-of-date in- 
stitution which will sooner or later 
get around to a liberal point of 
view in this vital matter.

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Vatican Decree 
Not Absolute Bar 
To Marriage 


Vatican City—(NC)—The Vati- 
can decree on Communism issued 
last month did not constitute an 
absolute bar to Catholic marriage, 
the Holy Office here, has ruled. In 
the new decree elaborating the 
declaration of July 1, the Congre- 
gation states that marriages be- 
tween Catholics and communists, 
while normally forbidden, may 
take place in the presence of a 


priest for grave reasons and un- 
der certain specified conditions. 


The new decree refers to each of 
the two categories of communists 
discussed in the first ruling—those 
who are members of the commu- 
nist party or read its publications, 
and those who profess communist 
doctrine. Different provisions are 
‘laid down in the new decree for 
each, and observance of pertinent 
— of Canon Law is called 
or, ' 


The new declaration again came 
in the form of an answer to a 
question. 


Catholics may be permitted to 
marry communists or fellow travel- 
ers, merely barred from the Sacra- 
ments, if the prescriptions of Can- 
ons 1065 and 1066 are observed, 
the new decree said. These Can- 
ons regulate marriages between 
Catholics and those who have given 
up the Faith or have become pub- 
lic sinners. 

For Catholics to be permitted 
to marry militant communists ex- 
communicated by the earlier de- 
cree, the Holy Office ruled, provi- 
sions of Canons 1061, 1102 and 
1109 must be observed.

Cardinal Mooney 
Asks Square Deal 
For All Children 


Prelate Thinks Federal 
Aid To Education Can 
Be Solved Constructively 


Rome—(NC)— Cardinal Mooney 
of Detroit, in a statement made 
here, noting that Americans let 
the heart count as well as the 
head, said he was firmly con- 
vinced that the problem of Fed- 
eral Aid to Education can and 
will be solvéd in the typical Am- 
erican way. 


Seeking “to be constructive in 
this inflamable problem,” he said 
“nobody wants anybody else to 
pay for the religious instruction 
of his children but everybody 
ought to want all American chil- 
dren to get a square deal.” 


The American character above 
all is practical and the dominant 
feature of this character is: “We 
let the heart count.” He added, 
“The solutions we have found for 
most of our problems have taken 
into account human sympathy dic- 
tated by the heart as well as the 
head.” 


“J think no religious body in the 
United States wants to dominate 
education for itself to the disad- 
vantage of others. But we do not 
want to make religion handicapped. 
Nobody wants anybody else to pay 
for the religious instruction of his 
children but everybody ought to 
want all American children to 
get a square deal. That principle 
would dictate a sane and sound 
solution of the question as we look 
at it. 


“On the state level there have 
been inequalities in past legisla- 
tion affecting education. This is 
the first time in our history that 
the federal government has enter- 
ed this field and we want to see 
it enter with a fair deal for all 
our children. 


“We do not want a solution def- 
initely contrary to the principles 
of American fairness and solidar- 
ity. Therefore we ask only that 
which the federal government can 
do in accordance with explicit de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court and 
we want that for all children of 
the United States.” 


Cardinal Mooney declared that 
traditionally religion has been rec- 
ognized in America as a help to 
citizenship. “Every great Ameri- 
can,” he said, “has appealed to 
religion in support of good citi- 
zenship and in the U. 5. A. the 
ideal has always been coopera- 
tion in the face of real differ- 
ences. The American way will not 
let these differences divide us in 
our devotion to our country and 
to the prosecution of the common 
good. In concrete situations which 
tempt people to indulge in bitter- 
ness, the American sense of fair- 
ness and solidarity should come to 
the fore.”

Rome—(NC)—Far reaching, but slow and gradual ef- 
fects are expected in Italy from the recent Holy Office decree 
on excommunication and other spiritual penalties for Catho- 
lics collaborating with communism, according to a prelimi- 
nary survey of opinion chiefly in clerical circles, 

It is too early to say how the decree is actually working, 


since many Bishops have not yet? 


issued instructions regarding it for 
their own dioceses. However, there 
are general indications that the 
decree has already achieved the 
purpose of causing many people to 
“stop and think.” This is particu- 
larly true in the “middle-ground” 
area,wthat is among people who 
have been attempting to be both 
Catholic and communists. 

Priests from various parts of 
Italy are unanimous in reporting 
that the decree has, so far, pro- 
duced no great external effects. 
The effects, they say, will weigh 
most heavily on the parish priests 
who will enforce the decree among 
their flock. 

In various localities, communist 
party workers who have also been 
known as Catholics have been heard 
to say: “The decree does not touch 
me and it does not concern me,” 
in other words, there are still many 
who do not yet realize its full im- 
port, 

However, it will be another story 
when their pastor refuses to bless 
their homes or to assist at their 
marriages, and when they are no 
longer permitted to serve as spon- 
sors at baptism or confirmation.

(NC)— After months of prepa- 
ration the 4,000-ton, four story 
monastery of the Oblates at the 
shrine here has been moved to 
a new site 260 feet away. 


The actual moving, a difficult 
engineering feat, took only three 
days, and was accomplished with- 
out even causing a crack in the 
plaster. The monastery was 
moved to provide a site for the 
“phere new basilica which is to 

erected in honor of Our Lady 
of the Holy Rosary here. 


For three months workers had 
eut the building from its foun- 
dation and installed a large steel 
undercarriage on which to slide 
it to the new site. 


The building was mounted on 
13 parallel steel runner beams, 
which corresponded to track 
beams of a railway. These in 
turn were mounted on a heavy 
timber cribwork and reinforced 
concrete strips. The whole roll- 
ed on thousands of tiny ball- 
bearings between the runner and 
the track. 


The monastery, constructed in 
1902, did not have a steel frame, 
the load being carried on mas- 
sive outside walls which were 
two feet thick. The base of these 
outside walls had to be complete- 
ly surrounded by a 20-inch gird- 
er inside and outside. The 13 
runner beams were attached to 
the under side and the whole 
affair was welded and braced 
with criss-crossing beams. About 
200 tons of steel were used to 
prevent any wobbling during the 
movement on ball bearings. 


Eleven hydraulic jacks, simul- 
taneously controlled by a mast- 
er valve, provi the power for 
the moving. The hydraulic jacks 
were long cylinders into which 
water was paness at a pres- 
sure of 5,000 pounds per square 
inch. Braced against the rear 
end of a runner beam, the head 
of a ramrod in each cylinder 
pushed against a block, which 
automatically gripped the track 
beam when the pressure started. 

The first day the monastery 
was moved 90 feet, the second 
35 and the third 135.

Washington—(NC)—Bus rides, 
health services, non-religious text- 
books are all aids to the child and 
thus may be furnished by govern- 
ment to children in all schools, in 
the view of Senator Frank P. Gra- 
ham of North Carolina. 


Senator Graham was questioned 
on a radio program here. While 
he held to the Thomas Bill posi- 
tion that the States should decide 
whether their Federal grants 
should go to children in parochial 
as well as public schools, which has 
been opposed by Catholic leaders, 
he gave dramatic support to Cath- 
olic views on other points. 


“Here are children—they’re. all 
American children,” the North Cat- 
olina legislator stated: “The people 
of America want all the children 
to be healthy, regardless of wheth- 
er they’re in private or public 
school. So the State, if it chooses, 
ean provide out of public money, 
including the Federal money, for 
health services to children as chil- 
dren and bus services to children as 
children.” 


One of his interrogators objected 
that bus service was really a ser- 
vice to the school, 


But Senator Graham supported 
the idea that using a school bus 
is almost the same as using a 
publicly-built sidewalk. 


“The child can go to school, using 
the public facility of the sidewalk,” 
he answered. “The sidewalk is 
paid for by the taxes of all the 
people. There is no policeman 
there to say, as you use the side- 
walk: ‘What school are you going 
to?’ That’s a child, using a pub- 
lie facility to’ get to schoo}.” 

The Senater was asked _ this 
question: “Where, then, is the sep- 
aration of Church and State if 
it’s permissible for the State to 
pay for textbooks, buses, milk, 


health services? Where do you 
draw the line?” 


He replied that no public mon 
should be used for the building 
Or maintenance of a private or 
church school, and was immediate- 
ly asked: “Are textbooks part of 
the maintenance?”
